When us£d for cooking, however, the 
difference in taste between skimmed 
and unskimmed milk is not so per¬ 
ceptible, and there are many uses to 
which skim milk can be put in the 
preparation of foods. In the making 
of cereal mushes, for instance, the 
use of skim milk in place of water 
adds greatly to the nutritive value, 
particularly by raising the amount of 
tissue-forming materials. In making 
milk soups, chowders, custards, and 
cakes also, it can be profitably used. 

Corn Chowder 

1 can of corn, or one pint of fresh 

corn grated. 

4 cups of potatoes, cut into small 

pieces. 

2 ounces salt pork. 

1 small onion, chopped. 

4 cups of skim milk. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

4 ounces creckers. 

Cut the pork into small pieces and 
fry it with the cfnion until both are a 
delicate brown. Add the potatoes and 
corn; cover with water, and cook 
until the vegetables are soft. Add the 
milk and salt and reheat. It is well 
to allow the crackers to, soak in the 
milk while the potatoes and corn are 
being cooked. Some people cook the 
cobs from which the corn has been 
removed in water, and later use this 
water for cooking the potatoes and 
corn. 


This amount should 
make about thirty cakes. 

In order to prepare the curd, take 
two and a half or three quarts of sour 
skim milk; heat to the boiling point 
and strain; when no more liquid runs 
off, press the curd between cloths or 
dry it in a warming oven. If the curd 
from the quantity of milk given 
amounts to more than a cupful, it is 
too wet. 

If a very sweet cake is liked, as is 
the case in parts of South America, 
where these cheese cakes are well 
known, two cups of sugar may be used 
with two cups of the cottage cheese 
and four epgs. 

It should be remembered that skim 
milk does not contain so much nutri¬ 
ment as whole milk. Its greatest 
function is to give added food value 
at low cost when used in cookery to 
replace water, and is a means of 
utilizing the skim milk which contains 
much good food.

Businas men as a rule when they lure an employee 
ployee earning his wages.

If that employee insists on loafing at his work, or continually fails to do the 
duties assigned to him, he is discharged and a competent and willing worker 
employed In his place. 

In what way is a policeman different from any other employee? Chiefly 
insomuch* as he is employed by a municipality instead of an individual. If 
he shirks his duty, openly and flagrantly "soldiers” on his job, he should no 
more be allowed to- retain that position and draw his salary than any other 
employee of a firm or city. 

Friday night of last week the editor of The Enterprise attended the 
motion picture show at the Royal Theater. The program had little more 
than started when this city's night watchman came in and sat down In a 
seat close by. For an hour while the editor remained in the theater the 
policeman, who was supposed to lie patrolling the streets, was also there, 
and when the newspaperman left the playhouse the policeman was still in 
his seat, watching the handsome hero rescue the blue-eyed belle on the screen. 

A little inquiry among people of th*> town who attend the movies more 
regularly than the writer does has brought out the interesting information 
that this going to The show in the evening is a regular habit of the night- 
watchman. One of the city trustees told the writer that he saw the red 
signal on the corner, which is intended to notify the night police that some¬ 
body is trying to reach him by telephone, burning for a long time one night 
recently while the officer sought relaxation and repose in the show. 

Now the editoY has no objection to the policeman in question attending 
the movies. Doubtless the severe mental and physical strain of his calling 
render a little relaxation necessary now and then. But why seek it during 
the hours lie Is supposed to he on duty? The theater is open every Saturday 
afternoon while his time is his own and not the property of the city that 
pays his salary.

IF YOU BREAK QUARANTINE 


Did you ever stop to think that when you break quarantine you become 
a menace to society, and the enemy of your neighbor? This was brought to 
the attention of The Enterprise by one who is interested in the welfare of this 
city and its inhabitants. Said he, “There is considerable scarlet fever and 
other contagious diseases prevalent just now and people should be warned 
to observe quarantine regulations rigidly. Too often they are lax on this 
score and subject their neighbors and their neighbors' families to disease 
and deatli through their own selfish disinclination to be inconvenienced.” 

This statement is quite true, unfortunately. And such a spirit is a mani¬ 
festation of the most cruel and blameworthy selfishness imaginable. If the 
same persons who snap their fingers at quarantine saw a neighbor’s child in 
danger of being struck down by an automobile they would doubtless do all 
in their power to rescue that child. Yet by breaking quarantine they are 
subjecting scores, perhaps hundreds, of children to dangers only one of 
which and perhaps not the worst is death. 

Taking scarlet fever as an example. Blindness, deafness, loss of other 
faculties may follow as a result of the disease. That person who is instru¬ 
mental in Spreading such a malady through disregarding quarantine is no 
less criminal than the drunken automobile driver who kills or cripples his 
fellows. 

A duty directly connected with any contagious disease ulso devolves upon 
every citizen of this or any other city in the way of reporting to the health 
officer any person lie observes breaking quarantine. It is as much his duty to 
report such a person as to report a fire, a burglary he sees taking place, or 
report a man whom he sees take a gun and start out on murder bent. 

Tlie health oiiiirr will do bis duty in placing quarantine upon the prem¬ 
ises where a contagious disease lias fastened itself? Hut he cannot bo every¬ 
where and so cannot know whether all persons placed upon quarantine are 
observing its restrictions. He should have the assistance of "very fair 
minded person in town; first, in observing quarantine rules when placed 
upon Ills home; second, in promptly reporting everybody whom he sees 
breaking quarantine.

P r ° nl g and thoroughly* interested itf all 
fhe questions that confront our govern¬ 
or,! let us try to view this question of 
recognition of the Irish Republic 
f'ih fair and unbiased minds. Let us 
,rv,o see what should be our attitude 
inon U To understand it rightly, I will 
fin the beginning that we must re- 
Zn something of our own history and 
H e principles of our own government. 

When we &hook off th© yoke of Kng- 
l,nl in the w*r of the Revolution and 
proclaimed ourselves a republic, what 
were the reasons that moved us to do 
I’hev were statd in our Declara¬ 
tion of independence. Though the thir- 
eea colonies had been established by 
he British government and* were a pow 
ion of her possessions, nevertheless the 
' years of injustice they had suf¬ 
fered the unjust laws she hqd> Imposed 
upon them, the cruel barbarities they 
hid endured, forced the thirteen oolonms 
to declare that, by reason of these out¬ 
rages England had forfeited whatever 
right’She had to rule over them, and 
they were compelled as a consequence 
to set up a government of their own. 
ind what did they declure to be the 
fundamental principle of that govern¬ 
ment'.’ The words of the Declaration of 
Independence are these: "We hold these 
ruths to be self-evident—that all men 
are created equal; that they are nedowed 
“v their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights that among these are life, lib¬ 
erty and the pursuit of happiness. I hat 
to secure these rights governments are 
instituted amongst men, deriving then 
just powers from the consent of the 

K A nil" th as they proclaimed to t lie world 
anew theory of government—the theory 
that all governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the gov¬ 
erned Before that, people were made to 
feel under monarchial form of govern¬ 
ment that whatever comforts they en¬ 
joyed were through the beneficence and 
good-will of those who ruled over them; 
that instead of the government belong¬ 
ing to the people, the people really be¬ 
longed to tlie government. We even see 
a pretense of that nowadays in some of 
Hie oiticial statements of present-day. 
rul.-rs V'e see, for example, the king of 
England speaking of the British army 
and no y y as my army and my navy, as 
though they belonged to him. Of course, 
the English people no longer believe this 
doctrine, but the very utterance of such 
express.ons manifests the mind that is 
back of them, and is hut an echo of the 
ol '.monarchial idea of government. Not 
only did the Declaration of Independence 
slate that all governments derive their 
just power from the consent of the 
governed, but also that "Whenever any 
form of government became destructive 
of lhe inalienable rights of the people. 
It was the right of the people to alter 
or abolish that government and insti¬ 
tute a new government, laying its 
foundations on such principles ana or- 
gatilzing its powers in sucli form as to 
them would seem most likely t <f effect 
their safety and happiness.” In a word, 
it was proclaiming to the world the 
American doctrine that Is known in our 
day as the principle of self-deter¬ 
mination, that It Is the right of the 
people to set up whatever form of gov¬ 
ernment that suits them. With that 
doctrine nailed to the masthead, the 
thirteen colonies went out to do battle 
with England, and strengthened by the 
realization of the Justice of their cause, 
and heartened by their belief in the 
providence of God—that the God of jus¬ 
tice would be with them unto victory, 
they battled and suffered and starved 
fur seven long years, till at length the 
cause of self-determination triumphed 
and this nation of free men was born. 
I’rom that day to this the doctrine of 
self-determination has warmed the 
hearts of free men in every corner of 
the globe. All the new nations that 
have been born from that day to this 
have come into existence animated by 
that principle. The French Republic, 
tlie republics of South America, the 
South African Republic, and the re¬ 
public of China—-all have been founded 
un the doctrine of self-determination. 
Even tiie idea lias penetrated into the 
monarchial system, and the powers of 
kings and dmperors have been so cur¬ 
tailed that it may be said that kings 
and emperors are but figureheuds nowa¬ 
days. and the people rule everywhere 
through their self-elected representa¬ 
tives And the reason this idea is pre¬ 
vailing. is because it is founded upon 
me natural law. It is like the Ten 
Commandments which, before they were 
given to Moses on Mount Sinai, had 
already been engraved by Almighty God 
upon the fleshly tablets of the human 
naart. Men kept them because they felt 
that they were right. And so men have 
■ alt everywhere that this doctrine of 
aa'f-determination was right. But it 
Is always be the glory of America 
that God selected her to be the prophet 
af this new dispensation unto the chil¬ 
dren of men, that He had called her to 
j iu sublime dignity of proclaiming to 
the world that politically as well as 
religiously all men are equal, and that 
™ government has the irght to exist 
without the consent of the governed. 
Aow that being the basic principle of 
®, ur . government, that being the prin-

portion of the British empire. When 
the thirteen colonies came together and 
tormed the United States, they did so 
voluntarily, it was the will of the peo¬ 
ple. It xva§ with what Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son says is the only thing to be held 
essential—the will of the people. But 
when the English came to Ireland, and 
because they were stronger forcibly 
annexed Ireland to themselves, it was 
agaijist tiie will of the people. It was 
robbery, an tithe Irish people have never 
failed to call it robbery. And if the 
thug who holds you up in the street and 
forcibly takes your purse from you has 
not tiie right to keep U. and the longer 
he keeps it the mere grievous is his 
offense, so England in forcibly annexing 
Ireland to her possessions ■ had no 
primary right to Ireland, and the longer 
she lias held Ireland in bondage -The 
greater must be her crime in the eyes 
of God and man. England, therefore, 
has no right to rule Ireland. The people 
of Ireland have never consented to her 
government, and, according to our own 
principle, no government has the right 
to exist without tlie consent of the gov¬ 
erned. Who, then, lias the right to 
govern Ireland? Manifestly we must 
ask that question of the Irish them¬ 
selves. It is their business. It is their 
right, and nobody can lawfully take it 
from them. And what is the answer of 
the Iristi people? Their answer is, that 
they will have no one to rule them but 
themselves. And this is good American 
doctrine. And in conforrriit^ to it tlje 
Irish people have come together, and 
by popular vote 80 per cent of tlie people 
of Ireland declared for an Irish Re¬ 
public. Was there ever anywhere in 
the world such an overwhelming mani¬ 
festation of the will of the people? 
Why, in our own country at the time of 
fhe Revolution there was no such 
unanimity of feeling. John Adams 
states that at that time one-third were 
in favor of separation from England, 
one-third were indifferent, and one-third 
were actually hostile to the idea. So if 
we compare the beginnings of oqr re¬ 
public with tiie beginnings of the Irish 
Republic in point of unanimity of senti¬ 
ment, "the Irish outnumber us. And this 
vpta of tlie people expressive of their 
wilUis what constitutes what is known 
as a de jure government, a government 
having tlie right to govern. Now if a 
government has the right to govern, it 
would seem that that very fact should 
make every other upstanding govern¬ 
ment, willing and glad to recognize it. 
But there seems to be at the present 
time a disposition among a certain 
number in tins country to hesitate about 
recognizing Hie Irish government be¬ 
cause, though they are willing to admit 
that it Uis the right to govern, they 
want to Be convinced that she is a gov¬ 
ernment actually functioning. Well, 
whether she is functioning wor not de¬ 
pends upon whether she is able to func¬ 
tion and is not, or whether she is able 
and willing but is prevented. If she 
is able to function and is not, then she 
does not deserve recognition, but if she 
is able and willing and is prevented, 
then surely this should not be held 
against her. That Ireland is^ able and 
willing, Is proven by the fact that she 
has elected tier president and officials of 
states, has sent ambassadors to foreign 
countries, has her own republican army, 
has her own system of taxation, and her 
own courts, all of which are functioning 
and all of whicli would function a whole 
lot better and more effectively if the 
British army of occupation would go 
home to England where it belongs. Tlie 
only tiling that hampers the perfect 
functioning of the Irish Republic is 
English interference, it would be the 
same kind of interference with your 
own individual functioning as when a 
footpads holds you up at a point of a 
gun. Ret England, tlie footpad of the 
nations, who has always preyed upon 
jhe nations that were weak, remove tier 
army of occupation, and there would be 
no doubt as to the perfect functioning 
of tiie Irish Republic. To ask Ireland 
to function perfectly at this time, ls to 
ask Ireland to be as strong as imperial 
England, with all tier wealth, with her 
immense navy and her tremendous 
army. The argument isn’t fair. It 
would have been just as fair to have 
asked Belgium in the recent war to 
function perfectly with the German 
army of occupation swarming over the 
land. And if the same test was applied 
to our own republic In our early days 
we couldn’t have obtained recognition 
either. When Franklin applied at the 
court of France for recognition of our 
republic, he was asked, “What kind of 
government have you?" "A continental 
assembly," be replied. Of course, those 
French statesmen had never heard of 
such a thing as a continental assembly, 
it was something entirely new as a 
form of government. "Do you levy 
taxes?" he was asked. The answer was, 
"We do.”/ "What means of enforcement 
have you?"* "None whatsoever. They 
settle for them, If it suits them." "Have 
you possession of the land?” lie re¬ 
plied, “Wherever our troops are, they 
possess it. Wherever the English troops 
are, they possess it." He was then 
asked, “Have you control over cities?” 
And the answer was. "Practically every 
seaport is in British hands.” The next 
question was, "Have you got a capital?” 
The answer was "That It was a per¬ 
ambulating capital. Sometimes It Is at 
Philadelphia, sometimes at Lancaster, 
and sometimes at York." And yet he 
dared to ask France to recognize the 
American Republic under those condi¬ 
tions. And why? Because he believed 
his cause was just. Because he believed 
that no nation was good enough or had 
the right to rule over another nation. 
And France, a monarchy, recognized the 
American Republic. Shall we, a re¬ 
public, be less generous to our sister 
republic in tiie Emerald Isle? i am 
sure that the American people will an¬ 
swer that question with the honesty 
and fair-mindedness and fearlessness 
which is characteristic of them. Ami In 
doing so they will be guided not only 
by their own principles, not ^nly by 
the sense of justice, but also liy the 
sage advice and wise counsel of the 
greatest statesmen in our history. 
George Washington, the Father of our 
Country, said in 1788, "Patriots of Ire¬ 
land, champions of liberty in every land, 
be strong in hope. Yx>ur cuuse is iden¬ 
tical with mine.” 

John Adams said, "I believe there is no 
evidence of any contract of the Irish 
nation to tie governed by the English 
Parliament. Ireland has been fre¬ 
quently revolting, and It can not be 
kept under except by force." 

And John Quincy Adams also stated 
that "I have always had a deep-rooted 
and affectionate attachment to the peo¬ 
ple of Ireland and the cause of their 
national independence." 

Andrew Jackson, in an address in 
Boston, June 22, 1833, said: "Would to 
God that irishmen on the other side of 
the great water enjoyed the comforts, 
happiness and liberty that they enjoy 
here.” 

President Van Buren In 1843 said, in 
reply to a statement on the rights of 
Ireland. "To these avowals I can only 
add my hearty concurrence. Instances 
of virtuous patriotism thus far so nobly 
sustained are but seldom to be found in 
the history of mankind, and can not, in 
the nature of tilings,' fail to command 
tlie respect; the sympathy and the best 
wishes of all generous minds.” 

President Polk said, "All my sympa¬ 
thies are with the oppressed and the 
suffering people of Ireland. I sit cerely 
wish the Irish patriots success.” 

President Buchanan, in a speech in 
congress said: “Is not England a gov¬ 
ernment where the rights of the many 
are sacrificed to promote the interests 
of the few? Rook at Ireland—the 
fairest land I have ever seen. What is 
that island at this hour but a magazine 
of gunpowder ready to explode at any 
instant? A single spark may light in a 
moment the flames.” You can see in 
this his sympathies with the Irish cause. 

President Andred Johnson, in a speech 
in congress in 1843, said: "Is Ireland's 
isle a nursery of slaves, though her pal¬ 
aces are in ruins, her cities in tears and 
her people in pains? No, Ireland, thou 
didst never cradle a slave, and thy con¬ 
vulsions are but the struggling throes 
of that inextinguished spirit of Liberty, 
which shal yet burst forth with irre¬ 
sistible impetuosity and shake haughty 
England to her very anchor.” 

And Benjamin Harrison, the president 
of the United States at the time when 
our country freed Cuba, said in a speech 
-at Indianapolis in 1887: "We are here 
to say that, in our opinion as American 
citiz.ens, what Ireland needs is not co¬ 
ercion, is not the constable, is not the 
soldier with musket and bayonet, hut 
laws tending to emancipate her people 
from the results of long centuries of lll- 
government. The period when men 
might be governed by force—their in¬ 


clinations coerced, their aspirations 
suppressed—is past away forever. More 
and more the American idea that gov¬ 
ernment rests upon the consent of the 
governed is making Its way in the 
world. We know that Irishmen have 
many a time in the struggle of their 
Jjative land, thrown themselves upon 
uie bayonet of the enemies of liberty 
with reckless courage. 1 would rather 
be Wmiam t/Brien in Tullamore jail, a 
martyr of free speech, than the lord 
lieutenant of Ireland in Dublin Castle.” 

And on another occasion and during 
his presidency, he declared: "We hereby 
express our heartfelt sympathy with 
the Irish people in their contentidte for 
tlie right which should be freely ac¬ 
corded to them. In America this senti¬ 
ment predominates. The American peo¬ 
ple aie with them in their desire for 
peace and justice." 1 might say. right 
here, that though the Irish people are 
not asking us to go to war for them, but 
merely to recognize their republic, it 
might be well for us to ponder over 
tlie words of one of our greatest states¬ 
men, Henry Cabot Lodge, who at the 
lime we were contemplating war to free 
Cuba, made this good American state¬ 
ment: "We sympathize instinctively 

with men who are struggling anywhere 
for freedom and for the right to govern 
themselves. In certain quarters today, 
it is the fashion to sneer at this Ameri¬ 
can sentiment and to ask why we should 
sympathize witli the Cubans or waste 
thought upon (hem. 1 woiHd answer, 
this has ever been the sentiment of 
America. When the modern friends of 
Spain in the United States «.Jeeringly 
ask why we should ti ouble^ourselves 
about the Cubans or Armenians or 
Cretans and go so far afield with our 
sympathies, they failed to remember the 
history of their own country. They 
forget tiler congress which, stirred by 
tlie splendor of Webster's eloquence, 
sent words of encouragement to the 
Greeks. They fprget whose sympathies 
went far across the water to the Hun¬ 
garians, and who were the people who 
brought lxossuth to safety in one of 
their own* men-of-war, while through 
the *ips or Webster they rebuked the 
insolence of Austria. Sympathy for men 
fighting for freedom anywhere is dis¬ 
tinctly American, and when from fear 
or greed or from absorption in merely 
material things we despis or abandon it, 
we shall not only deny our history and 
our birthright but our faith in our*own 
republic, and all we most cherish will 
fade and grow dim." 

And coming down to our own day and 
generation, was there ever any man who 
stated Ireland's case more powerfully 
than President Wilson? lie may not 
have been able to live up* to his state¬ 
ment, but that's another matter. But 
Woodrow Wilson’s statements show 
that, no matter how or why he failed at 
the Peace Table in France, lie certainly 
conld think clearly and express Ameri¬ 
can sentiment In strong and trenchant 
terms. Let me quote some of his state- 
jnents that wanned the hearts of all 
of us. 

"I said that one of the principles 
which America held dear was that small 
and weak states had as much right to 
their sovereignty and independence as 
large and strong states, because strength 
and weakness have nothing to do witli 
American principles." 

"Shall peoples he ruled and dominated, 
even In their internal affairs, by arbi¬ 
trary and irresponsible force, or by 
their own will and choice?" 

"Peace should rest upon the rights of 
people, not the rights or the government. 
The rights of people, great ot; small, 
weak or powerful. Their equal right to 
freedom and security and self-govern¬ 
ment and to participate on fair terms in 
the economic opportunities of the 
world.” 

"What xve demand in this wur is that 
the world he made safe for every peace- 
loving nation, which like our own, 
wishes to live its own life, determine Its 
own institutions, be ussured of justice 
and fair dealings by tiie other peoples 
of tlie world as against force and selfish 
aggression.” 

"Shall the military power of any na¬ 
tion or group of nations be suffered to 
determine tlie fortunes of peoples over 
whom they have no rights to rule except 
the right of force." 

"Self-determination is not a mere 
phrase. National aspiration must be 
respected. Peoples may now he domi¬ 
nated and governed only by their own 
consent. Shull strong nations lie •free 
to wrong weak nations and make tkem 
subject to their purpose and interest?" 

"We are a great nation, a powerful 
nation. We could crush some other 
nation if wo choose, hut our heart goes 
out to these helpless people. America 
does not believe In the rights of small 
nations merely because they are small— 
but wo believe in them because, when 
we think of the sufferings of mankind, 
we forge! where political boundaries die, 
and say these people are the flesh and 
blood of munkind, and America is made 
up out of the peoples of the world. 
What a tine future of distinction and 
glory is open for a people who, by in¬ 
stinctive sympathy, can interpret and 
stand for the rigiite of man every¬ 
where.” 

"We would not dare to compromise 
upon any matter as the champions of 
this peace of the world, this attitude of 
Justice, this principle that we are tiie 
musters of no peoples, hut are here to 
see that every people In the world slmll 
choose Its own mastere and govern Its 
own destinies, not as we wish, but us 
they wish. W’e are here, in short, to see 
that the very foundations of this war 
ars swept away. Those foundations 
were tlie aggression of great powers 
upon tfiie small. Those foundations 
were the holding together of great em¬ 
pires of unwilling subjects by the duress 
of arms." 

"No peace can last, or ought to last, 
which does not recognize and accept the 
principle that governments derive all 
their Just powers fro tilths consent of 
the governed.” 

"Every people should be left free to 
determine its own policy, Its own way 
of developments, unhindered, unthreat¬ 
ened. unafraid, the little along with the 
great and powerful." 

“Every influence that the American 
people have over the nffalrs of the world 
is measured by their sympathy with the 
aspirations of freemen everywhere.” 

These are noble sentiments, ladies and 
gentlemen, and they are the expression 
of the feelings of all true Americans, 
and at the same time they indicate most 
powerfully what should be our attitude 
towiirds the recognition of the Irish re¬ 
public. It was heqause the American 
people always believed these principles, 
and were never afraid to live up to 
them, that In times past our government 
has always been the first to recognize 
the independence of any people strug¬ 
gling for freedom. I need scarcely re¬ 
mind you that In the days of our In¬ 
fancy, and when as a nation we had 
little strength, we did not hesitate to 
recognize the republic of France. Anil 
In 1822, when Buenos Aires was aglow 
with the tire of liberty and sought her 
freedom from the yoke of Spain, again 
we asserted our manhood and our belief 
in our own princlules and recognized her 
as a republic. We recognized In like 
manner also Brazil, Chile, Venezuela, 
Uruguay, Guatemala, Salvador, Nica¬ 
ragua, Costa Itlca, Paraguay, Honduras, 
and the independence of Texas, while 
later voluntarily became a part of our 
own United States. Are these not pre¬ 
cedents enough to make us realize, in 
the year 1921, that as the American 
people have always in the past lived up 
to their principles fearlessly, it is our 
duty in the present to follow in their 
steps.

To go to 
war with a nation such as ours would, 
as you know, require a bottomless purse. 
And where could England get a dollar 
today except from ourselves, and is It 
likely we would lend her money to wage 
war on us? So I am sure that that 
matter can be brushed aside as an Im¬ 
possible situation. And as to what she 
thinks of us, isn't it better tb stand by 
a friend than one that has never been a 
friend and oftentimes an enemy? Eng¬ 
land is not and never has been our 
friend, though in the last war we hap¬ 
pened to be fighting the same enemy. 
W5 know what England thinks of us by 
her past performances, and she would 
absorb us as readily tomorrow as she 
has Ireland and India and Persia and ail 
the rest of her possessions, if she were 
able.
